her house key did not work to unlock her front door. She was able to 
use it to unlock the side entry door into her garage, but was not able to 
use it on any of the interior doors to get into the h ouse. Obv iously, the 
locks to the resid ence had been changed with out^^^l knowledge 
or authorization. assumed Josh changed the locks to be spiteful 

and try to prevent her from retrieving her belongings. I assisted 
in opening an unlocked window to get into her residence. 


According to and from what I observed, Josh’s belongings were 

already removed from the house, except for some garbage left behind. 
On Satu rday, August 9 th and Sunday, August 10,* I periodic ally ass isted 
■■ with packing some of her items in her home. When 
packed up her truck and left her residence on Sunday August 10,2014, 
she was not able to fit all of her items and furnit ure in her vehicle, so she 
was forced to leave some behind. While I was at^^^B residence, she 
explained that she was going to be forced to sell an elegant dining room 
set, which was passed down to her by her mother and father. I really 
liked this f urniture set and I agreed to pay^^^l $700 to purchase the 
set. I gave $100 in cash and s he agre ed that I would pay her the 

remaining $600 the following week. was also selling a four- 

piece le ather, reclining home-theatre chair set. I called my daug hter, 
mim who a greed she would purchase the chairs from for 

$40ft^^^| told my daughter and me that if either of us changed our 
mind about purchasing the furniture items, that wo uld be oka y. My 
plan, at that time, was to retrieve the furniture from house on 

either that Monday or Tuesday (August 11 th or 12 th ) when my son-in- 
law would be available to help. 

expressed to me that she was nervous about leaving any of these 
items behind, because of how vindicti ve Josh's behavior had been. I 
know from previous incidents has shared with me, that she is 

scared of Josh and the things he is capable of. She worried he would be 
upset because she was able to enter the house (even though she had 
every right to), and feared he would damage any of her belongings that 











she wasn't able to get. For this reason, attached a note to the 

dining room table and to the set of home-theatre chairs. The notes 
mentioned the items had been sold and not to remove the items. I saw 

■ place these notes on the items prior to her leaving. I was with 
when she locked up the house and left on Sunday, August 10 th . 
shut an d locked all of the windows and exterior doors to the 
house. gave me her key to enter through the side garage door, 

(which she locked before she left). I also knew the code to operate the 


roll-up garage door, as I have watched over the house in the past, for 




left the interior garage door (into the house) unlocked. 


but without a key or access into the garage, no one would be able to 


enter the house, without "breaking in." 


I spoke with on Monday, August 11 th , 2014 a couple of times. 

asked me to go into her residence and retrieve her son's toy 
workbench, which she was unable to fit in the load she took the day 
before. She was concerned that Josh would try to destroy or take this 
toy workbench, which she originally purchased for her son. I got busy, 
and did not get a chance to retrieve the workbench that day. 


On Tuesday, August 12 th , 2014,1 went to house between 9:30 

and 10:00 am. I input the code and opened the garage roll-up door. I 
then entered the house through th e interi or garage door. I saw the 
dining room set, and it was just as had left it on Sunday, August 

10 th . I went upstairs in the residence and retrieved the toy workbench, 
which was located in the upstairs family room, near the home-theater 
chairs, which were still as left them. When I left the residence, I 

exited out of the interior garage door and then closed the garage roll-up 
door when I left. I watched the garage roll-up door close completely, 
and I returned to my residence with the workbench I retrieved. 


About an hour or so later, I saw Josh's white SUV parked in Josh and 
BHI dri veway. T his was the first time I saw any vehicle at their 
house, since left on Sunday, August 10 th . I quickly left my 

residence to go over to the house. I was going over to their house to tell 
Josh that I purchased the dining room set and home-theatre chairs from 
|m and I was planning on getting them that evening. told 

me she had recently agreed to allow Josh "exclusive use" to the ho use 
once she could get her stuff out. On Monday, August 11 th , told 





me she had not received any court orders indicating this went into effect 
yet She did suggest if I saw Josh, I should attempt to let him know I 
purchased and would be getting the furniture). The garage roll-up door 
was closed, and I walked to the front of the residence. I walked through 
the courtyard entry door (which was unlocked, and to my knowledge, is 
usually left unlocked as it only provides access to the perimeter of the 
house). As I started to walk through the courtyard toward the front door 
of the home, I saw Josh inside the dining room. There is a large window 
in the dining room (which doesn't contain any window coverings) that 
is directly across from the courtyard entry door. I stopped walking as 
soon as I saw Josh. I could clearly see through the window and I saw 
Josh pick up a dining room chair and I saw and heard him forcefully 
slam in onto the ground! At the same time I heard Josh yelling 
profanities. Josh was facing sideways (the left side of his body was 
facing me) and I feared that he would see me. I was scared and I turned 
to run back out of the courtyard entry door. As I turned, I heard the 
sound o f what sounded like glass shattering. I ran home and tried to call 
but could not reach her. I wanted to call the police, but I was so 
nervous to get involved without speaking to first. Over the past 

year and a half, I had become familiar with Josh's temper through 
overhearing his yelling from my residence, which is in close proximity 
to their house, so I am definitely intimidated by him. I was scared that if 
he had in fact seen me and knew I called the po lice, he w ould retaliate 
against my property or me. I kept trying to call and she finally 

called me back. She suggested I not go back near the residence and not 
try to appr oach Jos h and not to open my door if he came to my 
residence. also worried Josh would retaliate against me if I 

called t he police, and she wasn't sure what the police could even do. 
BHI was upset by what I told her and told me she was going to call 
her attorney. I closed my front window coverings to my home in the 
event Josh came to my residence, and I remained inside until my 
husband came home about an hour later. I had already called him and 
told him what happened and he told me not to leave the house until he 
got home. 

After my husband returned, he and my brother went with me to 

house. Josh's vehicle was no longer parked at their residence. 
We entered through the garage roll-up door to enter the residence. 
When we got inside the house, we saw the dining room furniture had 







been damaged. Four of the six dining room chairs were broken into 
pieces. The glass doors on the dining room china hutch were shattered. 
We walked around the inside of the house and saw that the movie- 
theatre chairs had been pulled apart from each other and broken, and 
the leather on the backs of two of the chairs was ripped as if someone 
kicked them in. My brother took several pictures of the vandalized 
furniture. 

I secured the house and we went bac k home. I called a nd 

informed her of the damage. was very upset, as was I. 

asked me to forw ard the pictures to her so she could get them to her 
attorney. also told me her attorney's office was served that day, 

with the court order permitting Josh the exclusive use of the residence. 

I was so bothered by Josh's malicious actions, that I wan ted to re port 
them, regardless of how intimidated I was of Josh. I told I would 

go to court with her and testify to wh at I saw, if I needed to, because 
Josh should not be allowed to do this. advised me to document 

what I saw and she would let her attorney handle it. I did so. 

I later learned that Josh filed a false police report indicating "somebody" 
broke into their home and va ndalized these furniture items. He also 
indicated he believed was the one who committed these 

malicious acts. This was appalling to me, as Josh is a sworn police 
officer, and blatantly made a false police report to cover his own crime.

unwanted, um, a few items laying around here and there. But - but as far as 
all of his furniture, all of his belongings, everything were gone. Um, it was 
just my stuff. So the inconvenience of the locked door to get my own stuff, 
um, you know. So I, there was an unlocked window, my neighbor, um, I 
asked her for her ladder so I could get in, um, and I -1 was able to get in the 
house and, you know, unlock the doors and I -1 stayed.

So I left there and I think that I 
talked to her maybe, um, I don't know if I talked to her again on Sunday or 
Monday but, um, I called her, um, it was either the train set or, um, this 
workbench toy thing that my son had that she was gonna help me with a 
garage sale. Um, you know, that weekend or the next weekend and I said, 
"Can you get, go over there and get, you know, that workbench," it must have 
been. Um, I know she's broughten both things to me, that, so I don't know 
which one at the time it was, but I think it was the workbench. Can you get it 
out of the house for me and, you know, then when you come next Saturday for 
my garage sale or whatever I can, you can bring it out here in case I don't 
make it back out there for any reason.

...into the dining room. So, um, she said she saw his truck in the driveway and 
the - the garage door, I think she said was closed. And so she went, you 
know, around to the front and, um, and as soon as she walked in the door... 

She went through that courtyard door? 

Yeah, just through the courtyard door. 


Mm-hm. 


And you have to go through there just to get to the front door to knock or ring 
the bell... 


Mm-hm. 


...or whatever. And, um, she said that she saw him in there smashing a chair. 
And so I asked her, I said, I mean, "Did you see him standing over it or 
what?" And she said, "No, I walked in and I saw him slamming," and for 
whatever reason, that house, I don't know if it's maybe the windows 
themselves or the insulation but you can hear a lot. I mean, I say that 'cause 
I've mentioned she's heard a lot of what's going on... 


Mm-hm. 


...there just by being next door. It's really quiet out there for one and then I -1 
don't know, the house just kind of, you can hear a lot. So, um, she said, you 
know, she could hear it and she saw him pick up one of the dining chairs, 
clearly in the dining room right there, and drop it to the ground. Um, and then 
I guess she got scared, she's already very intimidated by him and she... 

How old is she? 

...I'd say 60, maybe a little, I don't know. In her 60s. 

In her 60s? 
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Yeah. Um, so anyway, she said she turned around and, um, and left and she 
thought he saw her. So she was paranoid and, um, you know, I asked her why 
she didn't call the police but she didn't wanna call the police knowing our 
situation and she was just kind of afraid. 

Did she call you right away? 

Oh yeah, she, well she attempted to on the... 

And that was the house phone? 

Yes. I'm assuming she called because she said, "I've been calling and calling," 
and I ended up having a message here. 

Oh. 

I don't -1 don't check these messages very frequently. 

'Cause you don't use it that often. 

And I don't, yeah, so... 

Do you still have that message? 

I felt bad. Um, that's a good question. I could check. 

Okay. 

Um, I could, it would be, yeah, I could check. I... 

Okay. 

...um, but anyway, um, when she, as soon as I did speak with her, um, you 
know, it was after the fact. I think she went over there and got pictures and I - 
I called my attorney, um... 

She's the one who took the pictures? 

No, I'm sorry. Her brother went with her over there. She called me... 

After Josh left? 

Yeah, so Josh left. 

Okay. 
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Um, and she - sh- right, and I said, "Don't go over there, you stay in your 
house. If Josh comes to your door don't answer your door," 'cause her 
husband wasn't home. 


Mm-hm. 


And, um, I think her brother was there but he's a little bit older than her and he 
has a heart condition and he's just always in his bed. So, um, I just said, 
"Don't, close your blinds, don't answer your door 'cause if he saw you then, 
you know, he knows he's - he screwed." And at that point I was trying to 
think like a police officer, like okay, he's in his own home and he's breaking 
up my furniture, what are they gonna do? I mean, the police have been called 
so many times already between Josh and I, what are they gonna do? Um, but 
at the same time, she's like, "You know, this is what he's doing and that's not 
his and," you know. So I called my attorney and, um, I just said, just so you 
know, you know, this is what we're - we've been dealing with. This is, you 
know, this is he's over there breaking furniture now. So, um, anyway, my 
attorney just said see if - see if they can go over there and get pictures and, 
um... 

So you called your attorney the day of the incident? 

Yeah, and I no longer have this attorney. 


Mm-hm. 


But he - he seemed to think that was a big deal, too, and we were gonna... 
What's his name? 

Ah, 

And if we wanted to speak to him would you give him, ah... 

Um, I would, it'll probably cost me $400 for the 10 minutes... 

Really? 

...that you talk to him and, um... 

Okay. 

...yeah, I - I'm not pleased with him as an attorney on other levels but, um, but 
yeah. 
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You would be all right with that, though? 

Yeah. 

Okay. 

Um, so anyway, ah, when her husband came home she went over there, took 
pictures. 


Mm-hm. 


Um, and well, I think her brother, the one with the heart condition, took the 
pictures 'cause he's a little more savvy, she's, you know, kind of just has one 
of those flip phones, I think and... 


Mm-hm. 


Anyway, he took pictures and, um, and sent them to me and then, um, you 
know, she was just like adamant that I should call the police and make a 
report and I just said, you know, I, ah, it sucks, I, and we're not here, you're 
not here to talk about all the other things that he's done. He's done so much 
that I -1, it's almost like I'm a little bit numb to, I -1 mean, what can I do, you 
know? So at that point I -1 told her, you know, it's good to have the pictures, 
you know, I don't know if he saw you, I know that, you know, you should be a 
little intimidated if he did, um, so we'll just kind of leave it alone for a while. 
Well, I then found out, um, when we went to court on August 24th, um, it was 
just like a temporary hearing date and it was mostly about child custody and 
about the house, he wanted exclusive use to the house. Um, so when we went 
on - on the 24th, the issue of the house came up and he said, you know, um, 
we were talking about the exclusive use and he said, "You know, she 
maliciously went over there, broke the locks off the door, went in and broke 
all the furniture." Well first off, I told you about the lock, all I did was 
remove the lock. I kept the two screws, I put it back on, like I said, myself, 
later. It really took me 30 seconds. Um, so I'm only saying that to say I -1 
heard that but what I focused in on was I, and I broke up furniture or 
something to that effect. He was working on getting a police report about the 
damage and I -1 was like damage, um, and I begged my attorney to bring up 
the furniture at that point and just said no. 

What date was your court date? 

August 24th. 

Go ahead, I'm sorry.

Okay, and so anyway, um, so it made me, it alerted me when he said, "I'm - 
I'm working on getting a copy of the police report." I was like, "Okay, so 
what would the police report say," you know? So it - it led me to believe that 
he may have filed a police report about the furniture and not so much about, 
you know, someone breaking the locks or whatever. And mind you, all of the 
- the house was completely secured, just to put aside any thoughts, um, aside 
from someone else having access or going into the house. This neighbor was 
going to purchase this furniture.

Um, and that 
side door to my garage to get into the house, that was locked, I made sure that 
was locked before I left the house, um, and my neighbor, I -1 think attested to 
that in her thing 'cause she was with me when I locked up and drove off.

Um, anyway, so - so my concern that he filed a police report that somebody 
broke in was, you know, really concerning. We live in a gated community, by 
the way. You can't get past the gate without being let in. I think that's a 
delivery. Without being let in or, um, if you don't -1 think I might need to 
sign for the delivery. It's (unintelligible). 

I'm gonna shut the tape off. 

I'm sorry. 

Pause the tape? 

I need to use the restroom. 

Oh, okay. Never mind, it's okay. It's just a box. 

Do you wanna take a? 

Yeah, that's fine.

Trustworthy neighbor. 

Trustworthy neighbor.

So I went down to Contra Costa County and I, um, said, "I think a police 
report may have been filed at, you know, at my property and I -1 need to 
know if there was, in fact, one and what it was about." And, um, 
unfortunately, due to some code they can't give you a copy of the police 
report... 

Yeah, they have what they gave you... 

...the civil, right. So I got that summary, um, and in the summary it clearly 
says that, um, you know, somebody came in and broke the locks and broke the 
furniture and I think it was inaccurate, too, it, on how many chairs that were 
broken or whatever. But my point being he suspected it was me that did it. 
Um, in addition, um, he returns to the house shortly after that and took my 4- 
year-old son, who is a whole nother issue, psychologically this is really 
challenging and he's been fed a lot of, you know, negative things, um, about 
me, but he took my child there and, um, showed him the furniture and said, 
"Look at what your mom did." And, um, so again, did he break a law with 
that? 

How do you know he did that? 

Because my son came and told me. 

Okay. 

He came, when I - when, ah, the custody was returned on my custody time to 
me I, um, he said, "How could you do that? How could you go break up your 
furniture?" Well key words, my furniture. One, my mom and dad, it was not, 
it didn't belong to Josh by any means, it's complete separate property that I 
had had prior to us even being married. Um, anyway, um, the part that was it 
right that he broke the furniture? No. But the ethical issue is the fact that he 
went and filed, right after he did this apparently, um, 'cause I didn't even, a- a- 
he - he called the police that same day. My neighbor didn't know that, nor did 
I. And, um, so I'm assuming right after this happened he called the police, 
um, and because she was kind of secluded in her house and, um, you know, 
because had she known the police were out there I'm sure she would have run 
out and said what she had to say and felt a little more protected that they - 
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they were there. But anyway, I'm assuming they came out to the house and 
they took a report and that's what the summary that I gave you. So, um, my 
neighbor was adamant, you know, she - she was initially like, "You - you, 
that's not right," you know, "There's gotta be something you can do." But she 
was adamant once he filed this police report. You know, she's still, she has a 
lot of respect for law enforcement and she's an older person so when it comes 
to, um, her thought process, she doesn't believe, you know, police officers 
should be able to lie or - or do things unethically.

I -1 used to be very concerned that we'd get sued, I know, um, 
you know, I've heard him actively at work while I've, you know, been on the 
phone and if he sees someone and he's determined they're going to jail for 
some reason, you know, and, um, I just think he doesn't have any ethics out 
there. I don't think morally he, um, follows the proper procedures. Um, I feel 
like he's above the law and, um, I -1 just -1 really am concerned for how far 
he takes his, um, authority. 

Okay, do you have anything to gain by him, if - if this were to result in any 
kind of discipline, would you have anything to gain or? 

Oh, I'm totally losing. I'm losing 100%. Um, first off, I'm very scared of 
Josh, I know what he's capable of. Um, there's a lot of psychological fear that 
he's placed in my mind. Um, you know, that's on a whole nother topic. Um, 
but it's definitely worked and I - I'm - I'm very fearful but that once he knows 
that I came forward with some of this information, um, you know, I -1 don't 
know what he would do.

-1 should have already been getting it but I know that, you know, if his job's 
affected, not only will I forego, forfeit that, but potentially, I could end up 
having to pay him, you know, if - if we still remain on the same custody issue. 
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So but I mean, from 2010, this stuff hasn't sat right with me, you know? And, 
um, I -1 mean, I'm - I've already answered your question, I think and I'm -1 
know I'm elaborating a little bit further but I just wanted to say like there's 
really two sides to him and I am, again, through text messages and stuff I'm 
not just being sarcastic or just trying to be this, you know, "bitchy wife," I 
really had some concerns for him being bi-polar. And, um, and I mean, really, 
I justify that's why, you know, I was even able to marry him and overlook 
these things because there's just really two different people that I dealt with. 
Um, so - so yes, I have a lot to lose. I really don't have anything to gain but I 
just, it -1 just feel like I've laid here many nights and I wanted, I just wanna 
do what's right and, um, I don't think any of these things were one time things. 
I -1 know there are - there are other things and there's a lot of other things that 
I could sit here and tell you guys about but because I don't have evidence it'd 
just be a waste of everybody's time. But, um, if I could just give you a look 
inside to his character and what he's capable of is what I was mainly 
concerned with.
